The following story took place in Luumaki, Finland in 1965» and was 
testified to by two very well-known people. The eye-witness, who 
wish to remain annonymous for obvious reasons are referred to as A 
and B. ALTHOUGH THE INCIDENT IS NOT CONNECTED WITH A UFO SIGHTING, 
the many circumstances suggest that the strange little man may not 
be a terrestrial being.

On April- 24, 1964, Lonnie Zamora, a Socorro, N,M. policeman,, wit¬ 
nessed a strange-and fantastic e_xperience in a quiet open area of 
the desert. An "gee-shaped" object landed on the ground and then 
took-ioff with a loud roar and a high whining sound. Zamora claims 
he noticed two small humanoid figures about 4ft. tall standing just 
under or to the side of the object while it was resting on; the 
ground. When he approached the craft to investigate, the figures 
ducked out of sight and the "egg" rose straight up emitting a blue 
blame and headed southwest. 

Another incident which occurred on March 23, 1966 near the Texas - 
Oklahoma border reveals that an electronics instructor, Eddie'Lax- 
ton, approached a torpedo-shaped object which was resting on the 
highway. He saw a man. dressed in Iwhat looked like Army 'fatigues' 
examining the underside of the mysterious ship. When the strange man 
spotted Laxton, he quickly entered the craft and it rose vertically 
intfeq the air and flew off.

that ALL UFOS are secret government projects, for there has been un¬ 
explained aerial objects traversing our skies long before the Wright 
brothers were able to perform their magnificent feat! Since the pos¬ 
sibilities of the ufos being test vehicles here on Barth does NOT re¬ 
veal the TRUE secret, it does tell uS a small portion of it..

New Theology For Space? By Mary Ann Simmons 


"I saw no God or angels," Soviet cosmonaut Maj. Gherman S. 

Titov stated flatly in 1962 after his sucessful flight into space. 
With those few words, Maj. Titov outraged many Americans and raised 
theological problems which remain to he solved. 

Many angrily put his words down as the expected comment of a 
loyal, member of an atheistic state. But, some cases, when the 
flush of anger had gone, a note of worry crept in — if God and 
heaven AREN'T up there above the clouds somewhere, where are they? 

Some answer that heaven is a spiritual state as God is a spirit¬ 
ual being, and naturally mortal eyes could not be expected to see 
either. As one St. Petersburg Baptist said, "Heaven is not a place 
you can put your finger on. It's above the galaxies." There's an¬ 
other theory espoused. Dr. Harry Arnold, minister of the First 
Alliance Church, said he’d read of a school of thought that locates 
heaven on the planet Saturn and probably there are some who think 
heaven is on another-planet. 

But, then even 20 years ago, there, were schools of theology 
that believed heaven to be above Earth out of sight but,not so 
ifar away. While now, with the landing of men on the moon predicted 
for 1970, exploring other planets, and even other glaxies, becomes 
ever more likely. What if heaven isn't found there either? "I 
don't know that we can answer'such questions as where heaven is from 
a biblical standpoint," Dr. Arnold said. Yet such questions, are on¬ 
ly a email part of those opened up. by space travel. The more press¬ 
ing ones, according to Rev. John W. Thomas, of St., Peter's Episcopal 
Church, are those concerning any encounters with intellegent beings 
on other planets. 

A missionary Rev. Paiil Hartford, the St. Petersburg based - 
"Flying Minister", who's Studied, the subject for 20 years, said he 
thinks space exploration and the search for life on other planets 
is.part of God's plan and is "the basic motivation of the race in 
space, whether the countries involved are aware of it or not. 

Father Thomas pointed out that putting a man on the moon is only the 
first step and longer trips to other planets are inevitable event¬ 
ually. As for finding other intelligent beings ( "or humanoids, if 
you prefer"), "It's no longer a question of IF but when." .......... 

Perhaps the biggest question ofj.-all is "whether or not man will re¬ 
peat, on other planets, what has thus far been the history of the 
Occidental world on earth," Father Thomas continues, "That of going 
into.new countries with guns blazing and just taking over." "We'd: 
better do some hard thinking,'.' Father Thomas agreed. "The Church 
will have to change, of course, but the fundamentals of the Church 
won't change. It's a matter of re-relating the fundamentals." In 
any case, space theology .today seems to be •primarily a set of spec¬ 
ulations and unanswered questions. But there are many questions that 
will need answers if and when (and even whether or not) we find 
beings on other planets — and the time is growing shorter by the 
hour. 













EDGAR CAYCE:: THE REAPPEARANCE OP LOST ATLANTIS

Edgar Cayce "became noted as one of America's greated mystics. 
Cayce was Lorn on March 18, 1877, near Hopkinsville, Kentucky. At 
the age of seven, Cayce had been reading the Bible in an outdoor 
glen. Suddenly, there was a humming noise, and a brilliant light 
filled the glen. A figure appeared, dressed in white, and told him 
that his prayers had been answered. He had requested the ability 
to help others — and in his later years was noted for his .amazing 
ability to heal the illness of trangers. His method consisted of 
simply resting on a couch, and giving an analysis while in a trance. 
Certain it is that he was successful in about 91 % of his cases. 

In June, 1940, Cayce made one of his most unusual predictions. 
The ancient continent of Atlantis would arise again— and' the first 
sections would be expected around 1968 and 1969. According to him, 
this would happen in the area around Florida and the Bahamas. Most 

notable are the statements in Jes Steam's book, EDGAR CAYCE - 

THE SLEEPING"PROPHET. Recent research shows relatively recant 
shrinkings of large land areas near Florida and British West Indies. 
Cayce.. suggested a'period of time for Atlantis of about 15,000 B.C. 
to 10,000 B. C,. His supposition was that the continent had collap¬ 
sed into the Atlantic Ocean after a series of powerful earthquakes. 

The bewildering variety of Cayce's readings can be checked 
th rough his research foundation at Virginia Beach, Va. Up to the 
time of his death in 1945, Cayce had not only healed the sick people 
but had also predicted the coming events of mankind! 

An obscure reading of Cayce's told of the huge laser-like 
crystals constructed by the Atlantea-ns. These crystals were in the 
sunken sections of Atlantis, near what is known as Bimini, off the 
coast of Florida, and were used for power plants. He was of the op¬ 
inion that these temples may yet be discovered, when Atlantis re¬ 
appeared from beneath the sea. 

Cayce suggested, first, that a highly civilized race lived from 
7500 to 30,000 years earlier. From Atlantis, this culture spread 
out over the world and built unusual structures. Second, this race 
had influenced the building of the pyramids of Egypt and Central 
America. This would explain'' the similarities between these pyramids 
and the unites of time. According to Cayce, Atlantis was in the At¬ 
lantic Ocean, with remnants around the Azores and the Bahama Islands. 
The first Atlqntean disturbance affected the. continental land mass. 
The Cayce sau this as a combination of the powerful energies devised 
by the Atlanteans and the actions of nature. As an example, he men¬ 
tioned a firestone resembling a modern laser beam. The firestone 
was located in a huge building with-a-sliding top. From here, the 
rays would extend outwards so as to provide a source of power to the 
continent. Cayce pointed out that archives concerning the ancient 
Atlantis.would be.revealed. One-of-these sites-is Egypt. 
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DO UFO'S HAVE SOME RELATIONSHIP to these predictions of Cayce con¬ 
cerning the reappearance of the Lost Atlantis? George D. Fawcett, 
an experienced UFO researcher, pointed out that over the past 21 
years, Florida has "been found to have ranked about fourth in the 
nation for UFO sightings. Up to 1967, these reports concerned the 
pacing of cars, landings of UFO'S, radar and theodolite trackings, 
animal reactions, angel hair from objects, pictures and movies, 
plane crashes, formation flying, electromagnetic interferrence and 
UFO sightings by military and scientific personnel. On April 25, 

1966, Governor Haydon Burns with a group of newsmen and officials 
reported two reddish-yellow ufos following their plane. Astronomer i 
Seymour L. Hess, Direcor of the Department of Meteorology at Florida 
State University, told about a ufo sighting he had made on May 20, 
1950. On Sept, .21, 1965, employees of the Mason Aerospace Company 
at St. Petersburg, Fla. followed a bluish-white ufo by the use of 
a theodolite. All of this activity has taken place near the area 
mentioned by Cayce in 1940, 


This would tie-in with an unusual and still un-solved case. 
During the year 1945, a formation of military planes left their 
base in Florida and flew out over the-Atlantic. Even more signif¬ 
icant, the route extended to the east and the iarea of the Bahamas 
and the British West Indies......this flight disappeared without a 

trace. As ’noted earlier, Cayce told about the huge laser-like cry¬ 
stals 6f ancient Aitilantis and the beams of rays spreading outwards 
from these power units. 

Then, on Dec. 5, 1945, a squadron of 5 TBM planes went out ov¬ 
er the -Atlantic from Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. (Located at the southern 
end.) All the planes carried life jackets and self-inflating rubber 
rafts. Yet no trace of the planes nor of a Martin Mariner ever tur¬ 
ned up, though the Navy Carried on a three-day search. Some writers 
suggested that the planes disappeared into a "space-warp" or another 
level of existance. I would like to suggest another theory: 

Assuming that ancient Atlantis existed-under the ocean, could the 
planes h ave.been influenced by the remnahts of the technological 
instruments under the water? That,is, could some type of energy 
from the lost continent's power-stations upset the compass and the 
other instruments qf the milatary planes? And why 1945 -- when 
Cayce said he was to be "healed" on Jan. 5» 1945? 

On the other hand,' do the Florida UFOS' know about the lost 
Atlantis and its possible reappearance from the ocean ( as suggested 
by Edgar Cayce)? . 


Abother point: Why should Cayce have predicted the reappearance 
of Atlantis during the same period as the coming of the asteroid - 
ICARUS ( June, 1968 ) ? ...... Cayce was familiar with the script¬ 

ures of the Bible. He knew about Isaiah 28:11 "Nay, but by men of 
strange lips and with another tongue will he (Jehovah) speak to his 
p e o p le. ...i

5% kidnap animals. The violent cases occurr 14.3 % -in the USA 
28.6$ in Prance and 57.1$ in Venezuela and Brazil. Of the forty 
cases I reviewed 17 were in North America; 11 in South America; 10 
in Eirope; 1 in Both Asia and Austrailia and none in Africa. 

The hairy dwarfs were only reported in Venezuela and all were 
violent creatures that came in disk-shaped crafts rather than cigar¬ 
shaped ones. 93% of all the little men land in these craft and on¬ 
ly 5$ in cigar-shaped UPO'S. In two of the cases, humans were att¬ 
acked and these men defended themselves with rays(both in Prance), 
25$.of the 'little men' are not friendly...." 

Oct. 27, 1954 - A farmer from Les--Janquerets-de-Livet, Prance saw a 
cigar-shaped craft land. Two creatures, 3 ft. tall, were seen... 

Nov. 14, 1954 - A farmer of Isola, Italy, saw an elongated object 
land. Three small creatures came from it... They uttered unintelli¬ 
gible sounds, took the farmers rabbits and left... 

Sent. 30, 1954 - Labourers close to Marcily-sur-Vienne, Prance saw 
a round ufo on the ground with a little humanoid nearby... 

Sent. 17. 1954 - At 10:30 PM near Cenon, Prance, a man got off his 
bicycle. Ahead of him on the road there was a craft. A little hum¬ 
anoid approached him.

10, 1954 - The dogs of a metal worker at Quoubles, Prance, 
barked. When he investigated he found an enormous object on the 
railroad tracks. He also found two small men and when he tried to 
keep them from leaving - a beam was shot at him from the object. He 
was paralyzed while the beings and the object left. Marks remained 
on the tracks... 

May 7. 1955 An engineer saw a round ufo land near a highway in 
Bahia Blanca, Argentina.
